—3 1 . The method of Claim 1 , further comprising the step ot enabling tne modifications 10 be 
made by a user to the components of the data on a client while the client is not coupled to the server 
over the network, the modifications being subsequently uploaded to the server while the client is then 
coupled to the server over the network. 

32. The method of Claim 11, wherein the step of enabling the nodes that were downloaded 
from the server by any client to be modified on said client includes the step of enabling the nodes to 
be modified while the client is not connected to the server. 

33. The method of Claim 19, wherein the step of enabling the nodes that are downloaded 
from the storage device to be modified by any remote computing device having the rights to do so 
includes the step of enabling the nodes to be modified while the remote computing, device is not 
connected to the storage device. 

34. The system of Claim 25, wherein the machine instructions executed by the processor of 
the client computing device to enable modification of the nodes while the client computing device is 
not connected to the server computing device.—
